WHEREAS, It is expedient tiiat tlie Oisiriot 
commonly knonrn as Victoria Town should be In- 
corporated, 

lie it enacted by tlie Giivcrnnr,on Ilcr Mrijestj '.-i 
behalf, by and with the cnnsoiit of the Lexi^'ative 
Council and Assembly of Vaiicnnvcr Island and 
its Dependencies, 

I. That from and after Ihc passage of this Act, the 
tract of laud spcciilcil in the fust part of the lir^t 
Scbcdule>hercto, nhall ba^tinoorporatod as a City, 
to ibe f Bllod«^ tho'Oity of Vict6rta',""tlie said City 
sIibII be divided into three Wards : 

Tlie Johnson street Ward, tho Y'atcs Btfoot 
Ward, and the James' Bay Ward. 

Tho Johnson street AVard sliall incluJo tho 
tract of lanil «peci''od in llic second part of the 
said first .Suliednle. 

The Yates street Ward >hall incluile t'ne tract of 
land specified in the third p.ul of the ^aid uist 
£ chcdiile. 

The James' l!ay Ward, the tract of land speci- 
fied in the fonrth part of tho said first Schedule. 

n. That tlie government of the city shall, sub- 
ject to the provisionj of this Act, be placed under 
the control of a Council. 

The Council shall consist of a Mayor and sis 
Coancitlors, possessed of tho qualiSoations ^and 
subject to none of the disqualifications horeinnfter 
specified, namely : 

UVALII'ICATIONS. 

HI. Being a male British subject of full ago. 

Having resided within the Island- of -Vancouver 
and its dependencies for a space of six .calendar 
laoulhs previous to election ; 

Being at and having been for three cilendar 
months next preceding tho time of election, rated 
on the Municipal Asseasraent lloll of the same 
City in respect of freehold to at least the value of 
£dO, or in respect of leaseholds to at least the 
value of £150. 

Provided altrays, that at the first election of a 
Mayor and CottnciUors, the qualification of such 
Mayor and Councillors shall,,ai to property, be as 
follows : 

Possession in his own' right of real property 
Tfithin the city to the market valuoi— 
Of Freehold ,£3'J. 
If of Leasehold, £000. 

DISdl'.lI.TFIC.iriOK. 

IV. Being a Minister of any Ileligious Denomi- 
nation. 

Being a Shcrilf, or Sheriffs Ollicer. 

Boiiif! a Member of the Legislative Council, or 
of the House of Assembly. 

Being a Bankrupt,- Insolvent Debtor, Felon, or 
Outlaw. 

Having taken the oath of allegiance to, or hav- 
ing become, tho subject or citizen of any Foreign 
State or Nation, unless he shall subsequently 
thereto have taken the oath of allegiance to Her 
Mdegtyi^^Her^Heir< andVSafieessors,- before the 
Chief Justice of Vancouver Island, six months at 
least before tho time of election. 

Having directly or indirectly any contract with 
the Corporation. 

Being naval or military oflicors on full pay, or 
the Judge of any Court of Criminal or Civil Juris- 
diction, or being in receipt of nny allowance from 
the Corporation. ' 

XA.MXEB OP. BtBOTlNO COUNOILtOHS. 

V. The candidate for the Miiyorship (being duly 
(lualified therefor), who shall obtain the greatest 
collective number of votes, shall be Mayor. 

There shall bo Two Couneillors elected in man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned, in each of the said 
"Wards. 

Tho two candidates in eacli Ward (duly iiiiali- 
fied) who shall obtain tlic irreatest number of votes 
in the Ward for which tlicy may slaud, shuU be 
Councillors. 

Every person jiosscascd of the f|u;ilificatiiins 
and under none of the disiiiialilic;itioiis lic-roiiiafter 
mentioned concerning electors of the said Coipo- 
ration, shall have one vote only in the election of 
a Mayor, and in addition to his vote in the election 
of a Mayor, shall also have two votos in tho elec- 
tion of Councillors for each Ward wherein he has 
property (lualilications ; but in voting for Council- 
lors he shall only vote once ih the same Ward, and 
may either split his vote between the candidates or 
VJte for one only, and if he sliall vote for one only, 
his vote shall only count one. 

The voting for Mayor and Councillors shall be 
open, and no person shall vote by proxy. 
DV»A''ri()H OP OFPIOB OP MAYOIt AND COtlNCIL- 
' . tORS. 

VI. The Mayor and Councillors shall bo elected 
for one year, provided always that if the Mayor, or 
any of the Councillors, or nny pcisou on his or 
their bchiiir, or any person in partniTship with 
him or tUcni, sliall cuter into or oljtain any interest 
directly or indirectly, in any cmlract entered into 
by or with the Ci>rpiiratiuii, such Mayor or Coun- 
cillor having' any interest in any contract as iiforc- 
said shall iuinicdiatcly be disqualified from cun- 
tinuing Mayor or Councillor, as the case may be. 

Provided always, Ihuc if any Miiynr or CouiiciUur 
shall vote at any meeting of the Council, nr shall 
not resign his oiilcc within the space of ono calen- 
dar ,nionth from the time when ho shall have en- 
tereS'-lnio'or 'obtained any interest In any, such con- 
tract as aforesaid, such Mayor or Councillor sliall 
forfeit to the Corporation a sum of £000, and all 
interest in tho contract, and as to the said sum the 
gatno may be recovered by action, to be brought in 
the name of the Oorporatioii. of the City of Victo- 
ria; but all votea'gji^eo^.ttnder Bttoh droainttances 
shall be valid. 

TIMK OP ELEOTIOX 01' M.V.VOU AND COUNCILLORS. 

VII. The nomination shall be on the 8th day of 
November in each year, and the polling (if any) 
on the day following ; provided that, if cither of 
the said days shall fall on a Sunday, the nomina- 
tion or election shall take place on the followiug 
•day. 

'i'lio nominution and poll iit tho first election 
shall bo hold on tho lltli and loth days next sub- 
sequent to the passage of this Act; |irovidod that 
if such days, or either of thcni, sliall fall on a .Sun- 
day, tlie nosnination or election shall take place on 
the following day ; provided that Ihc pcrsous 
elected at the first election shall /ctain office until 
tho. 8th ^uy of November in the next year. ' 

TLAOB OP VOTING. 

' VIII.' The poll shall be . held in such place in 
«BCh Ward, not being in, or in the immediate 



vicinity of a Fire Depiirtmont Establishment, or 
in a place licenced for the sale of liquor, as shall 
bo, in that behalf appointed, namely: nt tho first 
election as appointed by the Sheriff; niid at every 
election after the said first election, as the outgoing 
Council siiall appoint, or in default thereof the 
ShcrifT shall appoint. 

The Slicriir, or outgoing Conncil, as llu^ case 
may be, sliall give at least seven days' notice of 
the plneo of nomination and poll in each Wnrd by 
advertisement thereof, in ono.or more newspapers 
published in tho city. 

The vote foi Mayor sliiiU bo given in Yates 
street Ward and no other. 

NdMINATION AND I'OI.L. 

IX. The Sheriff shall appoint tho returning 
ofiieers, if any, for the first election ; after which, 
the Council nhM appoint the same previous to 
anv ensuing election. 

'i'ho Slierilf shall on the day of nomination in 
Yates street AVard, at noon, uoiuinalc such persons 
as .shall bo put in nomination, in that behalf, by 
some duly qualilied voter, as candidates for the 
oilioe of Mayor, or Councillors, as tho ease may 
be ; a show.of hands oh. 1' ■ i. > md the 

Sheriff shall thereupon d^cl.n- wliicii of the can- 
didates has or have been elected by the show of 
hands. 

Any candidate or voter, on his behalf, may 
thereupon domiilld a poll, which shall he taken 
on tho day of election, and the .Sheriff shall, 
within 21 honra after the close of the poll, publicly 
declare the number polled for each caudiuatc, and 
who has or have been elected by the greatCbt num- 
ber of votes, 

In case of a poll being demanded, the poll books 
and lists of voters for each Wnrd shall bo supplied 
at the first election by tho Sheriff, and at -every 
.subsequent cloeioii by the Council to the Return- 
ing Oliicor. 

The polls shall be kept open between the hours 
of iiight o'clock A. M., and four o'clock I'. M. At 
the close of the poll tho llotnrning cfliccrs shall 
iniiiicdiately deliver to the Sheriff the poll books 
sealed. 

In tho election of Councillors, if there bo an 
equality of votca, the Sheriff shall have a casting' 
vote, to be given at the time of tho declaration of 

the poll. 

In case of the number of votos for M.iyor being 
cijual, the Council shall, at (heir lirst ^i^ling, elect i 
a Chairman, /j;'o tempore, who shall have a easting' 
vote in cav» of oquAlity,.^and tho Council shnll 
select between the candidates' having aiich equality 
of votes. ' .. • , • • ' 

All expenses attendant upon any election under 
this Act shall be bornoby tho.oandidates .in equal 
proportion ; such expenses in nny Ward shall not 
exceed tho sum of £20.: : ' _ 

(iUALIPIOAItOK OP VOTERS. 

X , The iiunlification of voters shall be as follows : 
licin^ a .\lale liriti.^h Subject of full ago. 
Ilavin;; resided ill Vancouver Island or its do- 

pcniloui.'ics, f'-ir a space of three calender months 
preceding the election at which ho tenders his 
vote. 

Being at tho time of tendering liis vole, rated on 
tho Municipal Assessment lloll of the said city 
for Freehold or Loascliold Estate to the amount 
of £-20. 

iiisauAi.iFicATio.v Of voTi;;is. 
XT. ricinga liuuUrupt, Insolvcut Debtor, Felon 
or Outlaw. 

Having taken the oath of allegiance, or become 
the eilizeii or subject of any Foreign State or Na- 
tion, unless ono month previously to the eleetioii 
at which he tendois his vote, ho sliall have sworn 
allegiance to Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Suc- 
cessors, before the Chief Justice of Vancouver 
Island. 

Providcd always, that at the first election of a 
Mayor and Councillors, the voters shall be the 
persons at that time registered on the List of 
Voters for the election of lleprcsciitatives for the 
Town of Victoria, and at Such election each voter 
on such list shall have a vole for each Councillor, 
and one for the Mayor, such votes to be given at 
one time and place. 

Every person tendering his vote at any election 
of a Mayor or Councillor, shall, before voting, 
take such of the following oaths as may be rcqnireil 
by some other duly (qualified voter. 

I, A. B., do hereby sweiir, that I am British 
Subject born r.t (place of birth) and that I have 
never taken the oath of allegiance to, or become 
the citizen of uiiy foreign State or Nation- 
Provided always, that any-voter called upon to 
tako the oath lastly hereinocforo contained may, 
if ho so choose, in lieu thereof, take tho oath next 
hearcinaftcr contained. 

I, A. B., do solemnly swear that I was born at 
(place of birth) and that I was formerly a British 
Subject, and that I, on tho day of before 
Ihc Chief Justice of Vancouver Island, took the 
oath of allegiance to Her .Majesty, Her Heir? and 
Successors, and have not since that day, taken the 
oath of allegiance to, or become the citizen or sub- 
ject of any forci^ni State or nation. 

I, A. B., do solemnly swear tliat 1 am the same 
A. 15. who is mentioned in the List of Voters, (or 
Municipal Assessment lloll, as tho case may be,) 
and that I am now in my own right possessed of, 
or tenant of (statement of qcalification in respect 
uf which I have been entered on the said list of 
voters, or municipal assescment roll, as the case 
may be.) 

I, A. 13., do solemnly swenr that I have not re- 
ceived or been promised, or to my knowlecigc lia« 
any other person on my behalf, or for my benefit 
received or been promised, any money, gift, ad- 
vantage, place, or consideration for, or for the pur- 
pose of iuiluencirig tho vote which I now tender. 
Oi.¥us OF CANl)ii>A'n;.s, 

XII. At the nomination, or at any lime before 
the close of the poll, any duly qualified voter may 
rcipilrc tho oath first above set forth to be adminis- 
tered to any candidates, and in default of the can- 
didate taking such oaths within twenty-four hours 
after the personal receipt of tho same, or in default 
of the candidate taking such oaths within five days, 
at all events, likewite the following: 

1 do solemnly swear that I nm possessed of the 
property qualilication required by the Act of In- 
corporation, and that the said property is situated 
at and is of at least the value of £ 

(cither £50 if freehold, or £ if leasehold.) 

If the candidate shall not bo present, tho Siicrili 
or Kcturniiig Oliieer shall forthwith cause a no- 
tice to be left at the usual place of abode of 'bo 
candidate, calling upon the said candidate to take 
tho oaths within twenty- four hours from tho time 
the aforesaid notice was left at such place, and in 
default all votes given for such candiaate shall be 
null and void. 

The Sheriff, or Returning Officer, or Poil Clerk, 
shall have power nt elections to administer the 
oaths required by this Act.

XIII. Tho Sheriff shall deliver a certified copy 
of the Poll Books to the Clerk of tho Council, 
within forty-eight liours after the close of the Poll, 
and shall also, after the expiration of the said 
forty-eight hours, permit any of the Cottncil to ex- 
amine the Poll Books. 

It shall be tlie. duty of tho Clerk of the Council 
to permit any reasonable inspection of such certi- 
fied copies of Poll Books by any duly qualilied 
voter. 

Any person may obtain a certified copy of any of 
the Poll Books from the Sheriff aforesaid, upon 
payment of one Hliilling per folio. 

The Slicriir shall immediately after the election, 
or in ease of a poll, immediiitely after the dccUiru- 
tion thereof, file a certiilcate in the Supreme Court 
of Civil Justice of the result of such election or 
poll.

XIV. The Sncriir, llcturuing Oflicer and Poll 
Clerk, shall, before entering upon their respective 
duties, take tho oaih following, before some Jus- 
tice of the Peaoe for Vancouver Island: 

I solemnly swear that I will faithfully fulfil the 
duties of my oflieo without fear or favor, and that 
I have not received, nor will receive, any bribe to 
influence my conduct. 

OATHS OK MAVOU AND COUNCILLOUS. 

XV. Every person who shall liiive presented 
hiniscir for nomination, and who shall have been 
elected Mayor or Councillor must serve, or in de- 
fault pay a suai of .CaO, towards tho Municipal 
revenue, such sum to be recoverable with costs 
summarily before any Justice of the Peairo afore- 
said, and every Mayor and Councillor shall, within 
six days after election, and before taking his seat, 
take the following oath, before the Chief Justise 
of the Supreme Court of Civil Justice : 

I am a British Subject, possessing tho requisite 
property qualifteation, which.!s,(8tatement of qual- 
ification) and have not, nor yrJU have any interest 
directly or indirectly in any eontract connected 
with tho Corporation. 

I have not, by myself, or any other personf 



knowingly employed nny bribery, corruption, or 
intimidation. In gain any eloction. and I will failh- 
lully perfoi 111 '.ho duties of my office, and will not 
iiUow any private interest to influonco my conduct 
in public nialtern. 

Every member of iho (Jmiiicil shall, before tak- 
ing his scat at the Council, produce a certificato from 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, stating 
that the necessary oaths have been taken by Slieh 
member. 

VACANCII-.S. 

XVI. In cnso.of the death, uankruplcy, insolv- 
ency, resignation, or permanent absence for the 
space of three ooiiseeiitive calendar moiilhs from 
the colony, of the Mayor, for the l#.ie being, or in 
case tho Mayor .shall ileeliiio lo acci'iit oilice or 
neglect to taite ihe necessary oaths, the Cotincillor 
who shiiU at his election bn\c obtained tlie greatest 
number of votes, siiiill preside at the nieeiiiifjs of 
the Council, and shall have the same power.s, 
duties and privileges, and bo subject to the same 
liabilities and responsibilities which llic ]\Liyor 
would have had, and Le subject to, if presiding, 
until the iie.xt day of election. 

Ill case of the death, bankruptcy, insolvency, 
resignation or jicrniaiient absence aforesaid of any 
one or more of Ihe Councillors, or in case of a 
Councillor lillir;;.' such vacancy in the uinco of 
.Mayor .ts .-ifureaaid, a now Councillor shall be 
elected lo (ill the vacant uliicc until the next elec- 
tion. 

XVII. The Mayor or presiding Councillor shall 
"■lain llsrce days from such vacancy, notify the 
Hherilf thereof, who shiill within six days from Ihe 
receipt of such iiolilicatioii, fix tho day for tho 
iioniiiialion and elccliiin of sneli new Councillor, 
aiid the nominal ion and olectiun sluill be held In 
manner utore.'.aid. 

VAI.lllITV (ir IM.l-CTION.-l. 

XVIIT. Tho validity of all eoiilestcd elections 
shall be tried bcfoi c the Chief .lu^ticc, in the inaii- 
iier folloning: .\!iy voter or cuiididate miiy pie- 
seiit a petition to Ihe Supreiiio Court, praying that 
the elecliiui of any Mayor or CounciU'ir may bo 
avoided on l iliur of the following grounds — by 
reason of Inibiry, intiiuidatiou orundue infliienee; 
by rcascn of biu h Mayor or Councillor not having 
obtained a iiKijiuily of the votes of the dnly quali- 
fied electors; by leasoii of such Mayor or Councillor 
not possessing the requisite inoperty (|ualificatioii, 
or being under sioiie (tis'iualilicition as afnrcsaid. 

The iietilioiicr shall in each riae;;ivc such sceu- 
rily lor costs as the Court shiill iliiect. 

The order of \\,c Pliuf .lattice on the said peti- 
tion shall be liiiai a'ul conclu-iiTC, and miiy conlain 
all nccc.isary diruclions for the holding new elec- 
tions or otherwise as may be ri iiuisite. 

The Chief J iHi ico may from time to time make 
rules for rcgul.iliiii; the triiil of such pcliiions anil 
llic iiialUrs and tliini;s ciiiinectcd therewith. 

Tho Council shall hold its ordinary meetings 
openly, nt.d no person shall bo excluded except 
for improper conduct; A special meeting may bo 
open or closed, as in the opinion of the Council, 
expressed by ilcsolution in writing, the public in- 
terest rciiuire. 

The .Mayor ( ir in e lae of equality of votes tho 
ShcritV) shall, within seven days from the day of 
election, suuiiiioii the Council to meet on a day not 
mure llian fourlccii J.iys ai'ler tho day of election, 
at some pl.icc lo be mcnticiied in sucli summons. 
riioci'.KDiNfis or coUKCllii 

XIX. All .Vets, w hatsoever, authorizcdorrequired 
by virtue of this Ai l. to be ilouc by the Council, and 
all questions of adj iui iiir.eiit, and others that may 
come before the Cimiicil, may, save where other- 
wise expressed, be done and decided by the m.v 
jority of the members of the Council, who slinll bo j 
present at any meeting held in pursuanoe of this 
Act, the whid'e number of members present at such 
meeting not bcia;; less than four; at such iiu'cting 
the .Mayor, if prc:)Cnt, shall preside, and tho .Mayor, 
or in the ab-cnci' of Ihc Mayor, such Councillor a^ 
the meiiibcis of Council then assembled shall 
choose to be the Ch.urnian of that nieelili^, shall 
have a secoml or casting vote in all cases of eiinal- 
ily of voles ; llio iiiiiiotts of the proceedings of all 
such moeliiigs lihull bo drawn up and fairly entered 
into a book, to bo kept for that purpose, and shall 
be signed by tho .M.iyor or (/"ouncilh-r presiding at 
such meeting, ai.d the said minutes shall be open 
lo the inspcciioii of any person who may also make 
copies thereof and exlract.s therefrom, at all reason- 
able times, on payment of a feo of one shilling. 

Previous to the introduction of any business at 
any meeting of the Council, a notice in writing of 
nny business proposed to bo brought I'onvaiil by 
any member, shall be luiblicly exhibited for twenty- 
four hours iireviously to such mcetiii;^ ill some 
pu' !'c |)'ace l;i be :i.;reed U|)i)n by the I'oiiiicil. 

Previous lo any iiicclin;; of tlic Council, other 
than adjourned meetings, a notice of the time and i 
plae» of such intended meeting shall Ut given 
three clear days, at least, before such meeting by 
fixing a copy of tho said notice at the Post Office, | 
and such notice shall be signed by the Mayor who i 
shall have power to call a meeting of the Council 
as often as ho shall think proper. 

In case the Mayor shall refuse or neglect to call 
anicetini; within forty-eight hours after a re(|uiai- 
lioii for that jiurpose, signed liy three members of 
the Council at tlie lea^-t, sIi jII have lieeii presented 
lo him, it shall be l.iwfiil f.^r the .^aid tlireo mcni- 
bi^rs to call a nieetim; of the Council by giving 
such notice cs is hcreinaftrr declared in that be- 
half, such notice to bo .-signed by the said mem- 
bers, instead of the .Mayor, and staling therein the 
biisine?,s projiosed to be traii.iacted at .such meeting, 
and in every ca^e a siiiniiioir. lo attend Ihc Coun- 
cil, speeifyini,' the bMsi!ic:-s proposed lo bo trans- 
acted at such meeting, signed by the iMayor or 
tlie members, ns the case ni.ay be, shall be left a.t 
the usual places of ubode of every luember of the 
Council, or nt the promises in respect of wliich he 
is pUiceil on the Municipal Assessment lloll, three 
clear days, ;it least, before such meeting, and no 
business shall be transacted at such meeting, ether 
than the business which is specified in the notice. 

The Council may, out of their own body, from 
time to time, appoint such and so many Commit- 
tees, and eon.-)isliiig of such members as Ihey may 
think fit, for any purposes which in the discretion 
of the (Council, would be belter rci?ulated and man- 
aged by means of such Committees, but all pro- 
ceedings of such Coinmiitocs shall be buhject to 
Ihe approval of the Council.

XX. The Coiinc'l shall have power lo make 
ordinances for any of the following purposes : 

1. The iireveiition and removal of iiuisaiieos 
within the city. 

2. The regulation of the trailic wiiliin the city. 

I). To reaulale the in.iinteiiance, repair ami con- 
struction of the highway -I, fnot|)atlis, public ivliaives 
and briilges, situated witliiu Ihe sniil city. 

■1. To provide for the inspection of diseased and 
unwholesome cattle, meats, poultry, ilsh aud vege- 
tables, and to prevent the aalo or exposure of the 
same. 

6. To accept, purchase, and hold such real estate 
as may be required for corporate purposes, and to 
erect such buildings thcrcou as may bo requisite 

fur corporate pur|)oscs, 

The Council sliall nlso have [lower tO paSS By- 
laws for any of the following purpojos ; 

1. To regulate the public market.. 

2. To regulute and provide for the drainage and 
sewerage of the said city. 

3. To make regulations with rognrd to tho pres- 
ervation of the said city from flro, and to regulate 
all matters affecting the liability of tho said city to 
lire. 

■I. To rc;^iilale the public IiL;liting of the said 
city, and to regulate the ]iubliu lights in the said 
city, but no streets shall be lighted with gas if one- 
half of the resident property holders in that street 
object to the same. 

0. To establish and maintain land marks in the 
said cily. 

U. To establish a general grade in the said city, 

7. To rcguhilQ the sanitary condition of the said 
cily. 

H. To regulate tho use of weights and measures 
in the said City. 

'.). To appoint an ins;iector of gas-meters. 

10. I'll regulate tlic s.ilc, carriage, or storage of 
gunpowder. 

U. 'I'o accept, jiuieliase, and hold land for pub- 
lic cemeteries beyond the limits of the municipal- 
ity, and to h>y out, improve, and manage and con- 
vey every [lait of tlie same. 

if the holders of acveu-teiiths in value of tho 
lot* on any street of tho City of Victoria idiiiU Sinn 
a requisition calling upon the Council to grado, 
macadamize, pave, drain, or. otherwise, iniprove the 
said streets,' the said Council shall ' be^mpowered 
to make a . rate upon the lots abutting on such 
streets in order to carry out such improvements, 
and may apply the rate when collected according 
to tho prayer of such requisition ; the Council ap- 
proving such requisition in such manner as they 
may appoint by by-laws. 

Every Ordinance passed by the Council shall be 



roconsiderodnot less than three d.iys after the origi- 
nal passage, and if confirmed, shall come iuto 
effect and bo bindiiig on all persons after seven 
days from the publication of tlie same, in some one 
or more of the public papers published in Ihe 
city unless otherwise postponed in such ordin- 
ance. 

lOvery Ordinnnce and By-law shall bo passed by 
the vote or resolulion of at least three members 
of Ihe Council, and at a meeliiii; wlicro nt least 
four members of the Council shall be present. 

Tho By-Uiws unless disallowed in writing within 
seven days by the Governor for the lime being of 
Vancouver Island and its dependencies, (or the 
gierson for the time being admiuisloring the Gov- 
ernment) shall bo published in manner aforesaid, 
and shall within seven days from such publication, 
have the force of law, unless otherwise posiponcd 
ill Bucli By-law. Provided that the Governor for 
Ihe lime being may, instead of veloiiin any By- 
law, refer the same to the municipal vote, and the 
said muiiicipiil vote shnll ho taken iu manner 
liereiiibcforc prescribed for tho coiifirmntion nr dis- 
allowance of a resolution anticipating future 
revenue of the siid niuiiicipality. 

The penally by which any Hy-law or Ordinance 
may bo sounlit to be enforced, may be stated in 
the liy-law, and if no penalty is llicreiii mention- 
ed, the breach of any By-laws or Ordinances shall 
be jiunished in a summary way by a fine not e.v- 
cceding £10, or by imprisonmout tor any term not 
exceeding thrco . months, qithci* with or without 
hard labor, nt the discretion of nny Justice nr 
Justices of Ihe Pence, having jurisiliolion within 
the municipality. 

In the event of any Py-luw or Ordinance being 
passed wherein no specific penalty is inserted, or 
in case a spcciiie penalty is inserted, aud no lueaus 
for its rccorcry specilied, any Justice or Justices 
as aforesiiid, may in ease of a line, adjiuigc that 
such iill'eiider shall )iay the .sniue citliir i:;i- 
iiieJiiitely, or within such period as Ihe said Jus- 
tii'H or J usiicps shall think lit, nnd in case such suiii 
of money shall not be paid at the time so appoint- 
ed, the same may be levied by distros.s nr sale of 
the goods and chattels of the offender, and for 
want of sufliclenl distress, such ofl'eadcr may be 
imprisoned as aforesaid at the discretion of such 
Justice or Justices, with or without hard labor, in 
tho common jail, for any term not exceeding three 
months, tho impriionuunt lo cease apon paynienl 
of the fine and costs. 

The M:iyor shall bo ilccmed head of the Council, 
mid the head ai.d Chief lixeciitivc Ollicer of tiie 
Corporation, and diall, q//;'- o,be a Justice of tlie 
Peace, and it shall be bis duly to cause the law for 
the iiiiprovenieiit of the city lo be iluly executed 
and put in force ; to inspect the cunduct of all sub- 
ordinntc olliccrs in the t;iivcinment tlirrcof, and ns 
far us may he in his power, to cause. -ill negligence, 
earidcssiicss. and positive viulutioii of duty, to be 
prosecuted and punished, and to comiimnicale 
from time to liinc to the Council all such informa- 
tion, and recommend all such mcasarcs ns may 
tend to the improvemont of tho finances, health', 
security, cleanliness and comfort of the city, 

Tlie jurisdiclion of the Council shall be confined 
to the muiiiciiiality, except where nuthorlty be- 
yond the same ii expressly given. 

Tho Council may make regulations not specially 
provided for in thi* Act, and not contrary to the 
provisions hereof, and not contrary to law, for 
governing the iirocecdiiigs ol the Council and the 
conduct of its members. 

The Council may, by rcs ilutioii passed in man- 
ner bereiiial'ter luovided, devote any portion of the 
municipal icveiiiie not exceeding in the course of 
the year one-third part, towards defraying tho 
ordinal y cxpcndilure of tho Corporation in the 
conduct 01 its general business, and by a resolution 
passed as aforesaid, may devote the unappropriat- 
ed portion of the said revenue, and any acccumu- 
laliuns of past revenue, to nny of tho purposes to 
which tho Council is authorized to pass By-laws 
or Ordioaiiccs, and also to any of tho purposes 
following ; 

The supply of the said cily with gas and water. 

The improvi nieiil of Ibe iippronchcs to the city, 
iucludiiig Bridgca across Victoria Arm from Point 
Kills. 

The maiutcnance of lIospit;iIs. 

XXI. .\ copv of every l!y-law shnll bo trans- 
milled lo the Governor by the Clerk of the Coun- 
cil within forty-eight hours of the final passage of 
tho same, signed by the Cleik, and eonutersigiied 
by the Mayor, or presiding councillor. 

XX(I. A resolution devoting any portion of the 
municipal funds to any of tho purposes aforesaid, 
■hall be passed by the vote of at Irastfour members 
present at a meeting, whereat at least five mem- 
bers shall bo present, such resolulion shall be 
afterwards confirmed by a like vote nt some meet- 
ing summoned after the lapse of seven days from, 
nnd before the expiry of one calendar month at 
least from the original meeting, and snmmoncd 
also for the specific purpose of conflnning the 
resolution. 

Provided nlw.-iys, that tho Council, snve as here- 
inafter mciitioiicd, shnll have no power to incur 
nny personal liability, or any liability, beyond the 
municipal revenue for the current year. 

Provided always, that the Council may, by re- 
solulion passed as aforesaid, if confirmed by the 
electoral vote hereinafter mentioned, bind onc- 
thinl, or any less part of tho muniolpal revenue 
for the space of three years from the date of the 
dual passage of a resolulion in that behalf, for any 
of the purposes following; 

The iiiiproveiileiit of the highways, footpaths, 
bridges, and public wharves, within the said City, 
nnd improvement of Ihe approaches thereto. 

The supply of tho City with gas or water, afore- 
said. 

XXllI. Every resolution anticipnliiig any por- 
tion of the Municijial ri'venue, shall receive Ihe 
confirmation of the niuiiiciiial electors in niaiiuer 
following ; 

.\. The Council shall, by public notice, fix the 
day, hour, and place for taking the votes of the 
electors thcrcou, at every place in tho City at which 
the elcctioa of the members of tho Council is held, 
aud shall also name a suiUcicnt number of lie- 
turning Oflicers to take the votes at every such 
place, and such day shall not bo leas than seven 
nor more than twenty-oue days after the second 
passage, by tho Council of the jiroposed resolu- 
tion. 

li. Every voter shall have a vote cither cniifirni- 
iiig or negativing the said resolution in each Ward 
where ho hn.-i a vote for Councillor. 

C. The Council shall, for at least three clear 
(lays before the voting day, publi.-.li a copy of such 
propo.scd resolution, in some new 
ed within Ihc municipality, aiidals 
hereof in at least one [Uiblic plu 
tWard. 

Appended to each co[jy so 
posted shall be a notice, signed by the Clerk of 
the Council to the effect, following :

F. I'.very returning ollicer sli.ill, immediately 
after the closing of tiiu jiolls, return his pull book 
to the old k of the Council, sealed and verified, 
iiml a solemn declaration annexed that the poll 
book conlnius a true slalenient of the votes. 

O. The Clerk of the Council shall unseal the 
poll book at the next sitting, ap.d in the presence 
of the Council add up the number of votes for and 
ugninst the rcdolutioii, and shall certify to the 
Council under his band wliclhor the majority have 
approved or disapproved 'of the purposed resolu- 
tions, and shall keep the poll books among the re- 
cords of his ofllco. 

In case nny proposed resolution shall be nega- 
tived by the votes of the electors, no sncli reuolu- 
tion, or one of a similar nature, shall be brought 
forward or considered, during tho same munioipul 
year. 

The poll books shall be open to inspection on 
payment of a feo of one shilling to the Clerk of 
the Council. 

Mo more than one-third of the muiiiclpnl rev- 
enue shall be made liable or devoted prospectively

Provided always, that the rate of u.sscssmcn t shall

The Council may absolutely lease any 
of the Corpornte property for any term not ey.cecd- 
iug fourteen years, rcccivin;^ thereuiion the best 
rent that can reasonably be obtained, to be jiaid in 
advance, and without taking any line or premium, 
or other money in Ihe nature of a fine or forfeit, 
provided ahvay.s, that every lease made by the Cor- 
poration shall be executed under Ihe Corporate 
Heal , and tlicro shall be therein contained a proviso 
for re-entry or noii-payuicnt of llic rent, or noii- 
observiiiice, or non-performance of the covenants 
and provisos therein contained.

Johnson street Ward includes all Ihe 
luls on Ihe south side id' Johnson street; llicnco 
northerly along the eastern bouiidiiry of the lowii 
as laid down on AVaddington's map, to Five -Acre 
I^nt XA'I; thence down to Uocl; Bay, near the 
Gas AVorks ; thence i*. crosses the harbor and 
takes in nil "le Indian llescrvc, and all thesquarcs 
in A'ietoria West, laid down in Waddington's map,

WAR DATES TO JULY 20. 



; ' -Munloipal Organization. 

Among tho wants — tbo first to be felt by 
those occupying a now conritry — ono which 
previously has been inhabited solely by savage 
or barbarous races — will undoubtedly bo that 
of some systnm of governmental organization. 
Man Wfts not boru to live alone. Jlo ia a 
gregarions animal. All his (belings, sympa- 
thies, interests, a Ihoiisanil motives, conijiel 
him te seek the society of hi:> kind. i'Jvcry in- 
stinct of his nature Icaus lliat way. iJnt tlie 
association of a number o( individuals is the 
association of aadivevsity of ideas — of tempers, 
of ns many difToreiit characters, and is next to 
impossible without the c.\isteuce of sonic gen- 
eroUy recognised principles and rules ol human 
•ction, with tho requisite machinery for en- 
forcing those rales and principles. Heuce the 
acecsslty for a goreruueat ; . for a ruling 
power in order to prdolaira necessary laws ; 
to compel their observance by every member 
of society. In modern times this ruling power 
in new colonics is eonstiln'cd by tlio nation 
claiming the counlry, am! exercised with due 
regard to the riglils o( the p.irent euuntry. 
Seldom, however, is [irovii-ion made by the 
Mother Country wit j rct,'ard (o the ro^^ulation 
and organization of the various small com- 
munities into which tlie whole colony is of 
necessity divided. Tliis duty is tjonerally ici'l 
to the Colonial Government. Jnlu ■(vhatever 
locality a number of individaals east their lot, 
there a community of interest springs up; 
there is d collective feeling ; an identity of 
aims is to a cortaia extent cagendorcd. Sub- 
BerTient to the. principles and regalationa af- 
fecting the public i^ general is a iiccessity for 
rules adapted to the wants of each seperate 
district for n subordinate power to regulate 
the various affairs of such locality only. 'I'iiis 
power must come freni the general Icgiilaiure. 
It may be conferred on each aggregation of 
individuals by as many (li.stinct Acts, vuiying, 
p«rliaps, in each iuatauco ; or one general code 
of rules may be laid down by which every com. 
munity nniy be organized into sojiarate and 
local bodies, having all tiio pov.ers nceessai-y 
for the regulation and ndmiiiiotration of ils 
internal affairs, in this colony we have a leg- 
islature — whether the form be good or bad we 
shall not at present nttciiipt to discuss. 'J'liis 
Legislatnro is constituted from the government 
of the whole country. Through it each local- 
ity must receive whatever jiower it may re- 
quire for the regulation of ils nllair^. In no 
instance since the inception of tho government 
has any district or conununity on the Island 
received such power by being creeled into a 
municipality. The Government has under- 
taken lo manage everything ; to relieve all the 
districts, all the villages, and even tho 
Town of Victoria itself, from the trouble 
of seeing after the details; and, as is 
usual in such cases, in attempting too 
much has succeeded in little. At last \ ic- 
■ toria, after long delay, is about :o leccivo 
some small share of the power retained with 
so much tenacity by the Solonson the .south 
side of James Bay. This is the fir.'U inMaK 
nient. But, it will be a!;kcd, are all the 
other villages and districts on the Island tu 
wait for the same slow process of partuii- 
tion? Are they lo remain in tho samo stag- 
nan t conditionin which thoy have so long been 
for the lime to come? The.«e arc qnesiions 
to which it is highly necessary we should 
have a satisfaetoiy answer. It cannot l)e 
expected that men who have been aceus- 
tomed in their own country to ii proper sys- 
tem of municipal organization, will tamely 
subnait to be'dcprived of tbo right of nmn- 
aging their local niTairs in their adopted 
home. Thanks lo tho fame of our rich j^old 
mines ws have liad a largo immigration of 
the very bsst class of men to .snbjugiilc the 
thousands of acre.? hitherto lying "nnprodnc- 
live — men who have been bruu^'ln up in 
new? countries, where the process of i cdeem- 
iiig.'«te'n8iVe tracts of country fiom the wild 
Inxuriance and chaos of Nature and reduc- 
ing them to the condition of well oryatiized 
and flourishing' eivilii'.ation, has been all but 
completed. Tis instinctive with these men 
to, build up a new country. Every encou- 
ragement must bo hold forth to mduee them 
to remain and settle upon our unoccupied 
lands, where they can make liomes fir 
themselves and their chikiren. But thev 
must have the right of luciil governineni. 
A system of Municipal Institutions must 
ba inaugurated— one wiiich will apply te 
the >yhole island. One under -which the 
inhabitants of every distinct locality may bo 
incorporated and bo able to elect their 
officers— to make by-laws for tho manage- 
ment of their coin.nnunal affairs. A great 
ainount of labor would by that moans bo 
waved the central governraonl, enabling it 
to devote its attention to matters of rnoro 
general importance. No better extimpio 
oould be produced of tho beneficial effects 
of such a system than in the Municipal in- 
stitutions of Upper Canada. There all xMu- 
nicipalilios, no matter how small, are incor- 
porated! under one. uniform law. It lies in 
the power of the inhabitants of any hiealiiy 
lo put the law in motion for their uwn ben- 
efit. _ The whole inaehinery by which tho 
Act is carried out works most harmoniously, 
and there is no reason whatever why wo 
ahouJd not have similar powers of local 
orgcnizttion.

The riHie,?, still bitter and sarcastic, treat- 
ed matters as a decided rebel victory, think- 
ing that there is good evidence in the North 
that the end is not far off, and doiiouticcd 
General Butler's insoloiicti in his inlcroourse 
with foreign Consuls. W>! subjoin the re- 
marks made by Genoral Dutlar to the Con- 
suls of Great Hritaiii, Franco and Greece: 

"There is one phrase in your letter which 
1 do not understand, and (Jaiinol permit to 
pass without calling attention to it. You say 
' tuo undersigned are disposed to waive all 
past proceedings,' &c. What 'proceedings' 
have you, or either of you, to 'waive,' if you 
do feel disposed so to do I What righc have 
you in the matter ! What authority is vnslod 
III you by the laws of naiions or of this 
country which gives j'ou the power to use 
Foch language to the represontative of the 
United States in fl q[ua«i<o{iiuial communi- 
cation? 

"Commetoial agents, merely of a subordi- 
nate class, Consuls have no power to waive 
or condone any proceedings past or present 
of the Government lUidor whoso protection 
they are porniitled to reside so long as they 
behave well. Ifl have committed any wrong 
to 5Ir. Covas, you have no power to ' waive' 
or pardon Ihe penalty or prevent his having 
redress. If lin ha.s committeil any wrong to 
the Uniled State.', you liavo still less power 
to shield him from puiiisliinenl. 

'* I take leave to suggest, as a possible e.v- 

glatiation of this .sontencc, that you havu 
een so long dealing with a rebel Confedera- 
tion, which has been supplicatmg you to 
make such representations to the govern- 
ment wlioso snbjoct.s you are, as would in- 
duce your sovereigns lo aid it in its traitor- 
ous designs, that you have beuoine rusty in 
the language proper to bo used in represent- 
ing the claims ol your fellow-citizens to the 
conisideratioti ofa great and powerful govern- 
ment, entitled to equal respect with your 
own. 

In order to prevent iili rnisenj^iceplion, 
and that for the future, you gentlmiien may 
kpow e.\actly the position upon which I act 
in regard to foreigners resident hero, permit 
m'Oj.to explain to you that 1 think a foroigner 
resijent here has not one more right than an 
American oilizon. but at least one right less, 
I.e., that of meddling or interfering, by dis- 
cussion, vote nr otherwise, with the affairs of 
Government."

— On Thursday last the U. S. revenue cutter 
Sbubrick proceeded to Port Townsead and 
landed CoUeotoi' Smith, who wont ashore 
alone and unarmed and demanded posses- 
sion of the custom house in complianoe with 
a Governmental order to that eflisct. Lieut, 
Merryman, of the revenuo cutter Joe Lane, 
who was acting collector of the Paget Sound 
District during Mr. Smith's absence, refused 
to give up the papers and books, wliereupoii 
the collector returned to the Shubrick and a 
file of men was sent ashore and Lieut. JI. 
placed under arrest and taken aboard the 
cutter. The property of tlio oiiico was also 
seized and carried aiioiird llio Slitibrick, but 
was afterwards taken to the store of lias- 
tings & Co., where tlio bu-'inois of the cu.«- 
tom-lioiisQ will bo transacled temporarily.

A crowd of persons watched the proceedings 
wiih curious interest ; but no violence was 
attempted nor threats mado uso of towanls 
Mr. Smith or any one elso, and it is pre- 
en mod that ho opposition or trouble will be 
encountered in the removal of the custom - 
house on the 1st of October next.
